The condition of Ireland continues to be the 
absorbing object of attention. Day after day 
the distress continues to increase, aud famine is 
doing the work of death in various parts of the 
country. Immense numbers of poor half-starv- 
ed creatures find their way across the chan- 
nel, and beg and exist as best they can, by ap- 
peals to the feelings of the inhabitants in the 
great towns of England. The number of poor 
creatures in Liverpool, Manchester, and the 
Manufacturing districts, natives of the sister 
country, who have fled from the wretchedness 
of their homes, is adding seriously to the local 
taxation of the places named. The parish of! 
Liverpool feels the pressure so painfully, that 
they have memorialized the Government on 
the subject, but any measure to be effective 
must be general in its application, and the hands 
of the Government are too full of Irish misery 
to pay much attention at the present moment 
to admisericordium appeals from other quar- 
ters. 

The Vistress is so overwhelming, that the 
Trish landlords have become alarmed for the 
safety of their estates, and are combining to de- 
vise measures to arrest the ruin which seems 
to be impending over their heads. The policy 
of the Government is adapting itself to the new 
state of things, and more enlarged views have 
been promulgated from Downing-street. The 
public money is withdrawn from non-produc- 
tive and concentrated on productive works; 
and iandlords who derive benefit from the ln- 
bor of the people, will have to bear their share 
of the expense so incurred, or submit to the 
penalties of confiscation. Panaceas of all 
kinds to meet the calamity are as plentiful as 
black berries; the chronic diseases of Ireland, 
pass, of course, in review, in compassing meas- 
ures of amelioration, But the present is the 
time for action, not declamation, and accord- 
ingly, Parliament is to he called together on the 
19th instant to consider what ought to be done 
in this crisis of the people’s fate. Lord John 
Russell has issued a circular to his supporters 
in the House of Commions, soliciting their at- 
tendance at the opening of the session, as mea- 
sures of great importance are to be immediate- 
ly considered. This displays earnestness of 
purpose, atall events, whatever else it may de- 
nole. Some startling announcement may be 
looked for in reference to Ireland, and assured- 
ly there never was a more fitting time in the 
history of the two countries for carrying out a 
great and comprehensive measure of improve- 
ment. The old obstacles and prejudices which 
would haye resisted, tooth and nail, all efforts 
at amelioration a year or two back are now 
beaten down aod prostrate, and even the land: 
ed propriety are beginning to see, although the 
light has broken on them tardily, that the wel- 
fave of the masses is essential to their own. 

The misery in Ireland is so appalling that it 
has touched the hearts of the much abused Sax- 
ons, who have been generously gettir 
seriptions in their various places of worship to 

ieve it. Much money has heen thus collect-

Some idea of the state of soviety across the

fast-boats, of whieh ten were burned and eight 
sunk. The Chinese then resorted to a favor- 
ite manauvee of theirs, to close their shops in 
the bazaar to starve out the enemy. But the 
determination of the governor speedily over- 
came this difficulty, for he announced that ifby 
a given time the bazaar was not open and fur- 
nished with supplies, he would fire upon and 
destroy it. This had the desired effect, and 
all was again quict. 


GREAT FIRE IN BOSTON. 
Terrible Conflagration!—Immense Loss of 
Properly—100 Buildings Burnt—50 Fam- 
ilics Houseless. 


About 104 o’clock last evening, a fire broke} 
out in the Bowling Saloon, attached to the 
Neptune House, kept by Mr, Leonard Allen, 
in Haverhill street, north side; and owing to a

23 o'clock, A.M. The fire has crossed

ings. Here out gallant fireman, who have 
battled the raging elements icr nearly four

ADDRESS. 

Itis a source of nvust gratification to me, to 
be the first elected Warden of this District. Tt 
is doubly gratifying to me, in as much as it is 
the unanimous voice of my fellow Councillors. 
For the geatification you have just given, and 
for the honor yon have hereby conferred upon 
me, I sincerely thank you. 

An Act to amend the Laws relative to 
trict Councils in Upper Canada, gives to us ad- 
ditional powers. 

The first of these enables us to fix, by a Bye 
Law the site of a Town Hall, and the place for 
holding the Township Meetings in each Town- 
ship. This must be done by a Bye-Law, and 
not a simple resolution. 

Again, ve have power by a Bye-Lawy, to 
provide means for paying the Members of this 
| Council for their attendance ; but this cannot 
be done, by a mere resolution of the Council, 
engrafied on to the report of the Finance Com- 
ittee ; but it must be by a Rye-Law, which 
cannot be in force fora longer period than four 
half yearly meetings, afler the one w hich it shall 
jhe pa sed, and must at the expiration of such 
term, if deemed necessary, be renewed, or re- 
enacted, 

You are next 
for the services of the presentincu 
as soon as a successor may be appointed, 
even though the choice fall upon the individual 
now in office, he iva Clerk under your appoint

In future there can only be two ordinary 
Meetings of the Council, which are to be held 
in the months of February and October, in each 
year, fo commence on the first Tuesday in each 
ofthe said months, and not to be held fora long- 
er period than 9 successive days, (Sundays ex- 
cepted.)

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


The Imperial Parliament was opened by the 
Queen in person on the 19th ultimo, on which 
oceasion Her Majesty delivered the following 


SPEECH. 
My Lorps anv GenTLeMEN : 


Tt is with the deepest concern that, upon 
your again assembling, I have to call your at- 
tention to the dearth of provisions which pre- 
vails in Ireland expecially. The loss of the 
usual food of the people has been the cause of 
severe sufferings, of disease, and of greatly in- 
creased mortality. Among the lower classes 
outrages against property, and the transit of pro- 
visions has been rendered unsafe in some parts 
ofthe country. With the view to mitigate 
these events, large numbers of men have been 
emploved, and have received wages in pursu- 
ance ofan act passed last session of parliament. 
Some deviations from that act, which have 
heen authorised by the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
Jand, in order to promote more useful employ 
ment will, I trust, secure your sanction. 

Meanx have been taken to lessen the pres- 
sure of want in districts which are more remote 
from the ordinary sources of supply. Outrages 
have been repressed, as far as it was possible, 
dy the military and police ; it is satisfactory for 
me fo observe that, in many ofthe most distres- 
seil districts, the patience and resignation of| 
the people have been exemplary. The difi- 
cully of he harvestin France and Germany, 
and in other parts of Europe, has added to the 
difficulty of bbisinibig adequate supplies of pro- 
visions, 

Tt will be your duty to consider what future | 
measures are required to alleviate the existing 
distresses. I recommend to you to take into 
your serious consideration whether by increas- 
ing for a limited period, the facilities for import- 
ing corn from foreign countries,& by the admis- 
tion of sugarinore feely into breweries & distil- 
leries,the supply of food may be beneficially aug- 
mented, 

[have likewise to direct your earnest consider- 
ation to the permanent condition of Ireland.— 
You will perceive in the absence of politic 
excitement, an opportunity for taking a dispas- 
sionate survey of the social events which af- 
flict that part of the united Kingdom. 

Various measures will be laid before you, 
which, if adopted by Parliament, may tend to 
raise the great mass of the people in comfort 
~—to promote agriculture, ond to lessen the 
Pressure of that competition for the oceuyation 
of lands, which have been the fruitful source of|

The marriage of the Infanta Louisa Fernan- 
da of Spain to the Duke of Montpensier, has 
given rise to a correspondence between my 
Governmentand that of Spain. .
